Naples, it was announced today. 

Meanwhile, United States troops who landed west of Salerno-last 
Thursday have pushed forward over the mountains and today are 
battling: German panzey units within sight of Mount Vesuvius. 

The Germans were resisting desperately the fifth army's attempt 
to break through their lines above Salerno, 30 miles south of Naples, 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's communique reported, and front dis- .

SHIPPING STirX CRITICAL 

Azi Impression hus grown up tlial Ihe crisis 
In shipping Is finished, that the United Na- 
tions have so speeded production and go 
wlilpped the U-bonts that we now have more 
cargo enpnclty then Is needed (or war pur- 
poses. 

That Is wrong. We have done n. Job of lihlp- 
bulidlne for whlcl\ even Hollywood press 
agents could not find an adequate adjective. 
We have brought the submarines well under 
control, temporarily at least. But before the 
balance was struck and tho trend turned our 
way, there was so great a deficiency that It 
will take months— enough months [o make 
years— before we shall have any surplus of 
ships above real war requirements. 

Tho popular fallacy grew out of a hasty, 
Ill-considered remark by official Washington. 
We were told, not long slnce.nhal the prob- 
lem hdd ceased to bo one of finding ships and 
had become one of finding cnrgoci. That 
probably was true at a given moment. Tlic 
tides of war wax and wane. There must bo 
breathing fipella when tho driver prirka be- 
side tho road and con.sults his maps. 

But It It was true tor a few days or even a 
week or so, il Is not true generally. The of- 
ficial who spoke prematurely could have as- 
certained easily that the moment Invasion 
activities began, our facilities once more 
.would bo strained to the breaking point. 

It wll! be the end of 1044 befbro the Allies 
can hope to replace, net, their early war ton- 
nage losses. By that time, If the best qualified 
exports are correct, our requirements will 
have Increased enormously, so that still thero 
win be no surplus. 

We hope and to an extent expect that by 
the end of 1044 the fighting In Europe will 
be ended. But that does notjnean that tho 
demands on Ehlpplng will , disappear. 

On the contrary, we must use huge tonnage 
to supply the relief and rehabilitation need? 
of the liberated victims of the Axis, and at 
the same time must provide colossal facilities 
to carry on the war In the Pacific. 

Don't begin counting on ample supplies of 
suBar,_ bananas, natural rubber, spices, gaso- 
line and fuel oil for tho east coast, or any of 
tho things for which ships are needed. Vou 
■ won't get them- until Japan Is licked.
